These two children are expected 
to arrive tom orrow afternoon. The 
rem aining child of the couple, Mrs. 
Alice Wilson, who, with her husband, 
Guy W ilson, was the victim of her 
father's thirty-eight caliber revolver, 
lies at her home 
on 
Montgomery 
street in a precarious condition, and 
the physicians 
in 
attendance say 
there is only one chance against a 
thousand for her ultim ate recovery. 
Blood poisoning, the great danger in 
all gunshot cases, is being watched 
for and also guarded against in every 
way 
known 
to 
modern 
medical 
science. 
Mrs. 
W ilson 
was 
shot 
through the breast, the bullet going 
clear through and breaking the bone 
in the right arm , and lodging there. 
She was also shot 
in 
the face, 
through the mouth. Mrv Wilson was 
shot in the mouth in the struggle 
to get the gun of the m urderer. 
Neighbors Assist 
Sympathy of every citizen for the 
couple whose affliction came through 
no fault of their own is being ex­ 
pressed on all sides. Neighbors and 
friends are assisting the nurses in 
caring for the unfortunate couple. 
No direct statem ent from the W il­ 
sons is obtainable, as they are un­ 
able to talk and an attem pt at an in­ 
terview is impossible.

Much 
favorable com ment is heard upon 
W aring’s entry of the home of Hogue 
in the brave

knowing the disposition of the man 
to kill. 
Contem plated Suicide 
Since the tragedy 
the 
fact be­ 
comes apparent that. Hogue had been 
contem plating suicide at least, if not 
the wholesale m urder that be under­ 
took yesterday morning, for some 
time. Many of his acquaintances tell 
on the streets today of his having 
told them th a t he would kill him ­ 
self. His family troubles he bas air­ 
ed to his friends also, but they were 
only what he had brought upon him ­ 
self, and consisted simply of the re­ 
fusal of his wife to join with him in 
a deed of the farm . He wanted to sell 
and she didn’t. It is thought beyond 
question that he was insane and 
brooded over this disagreem ent. It is 
generally agreed that he has not 
been right m entally for some time.

The Wake of a Ship. 
“Wake" for the track of a ship is a 
Scandinavian word. preserved in dia­ 
lect. Its original meaning, as Professor 
Skeats tells us. was that of an opening 
in the ice. especially the passage cut 
for a ship in a frozen lake or sea, and 
then, from being applied to the smooth, 
watery track left by a ship after its 
passage through the ice. it came to be 
used when there was no lee at all. 
This useful word is one of the nautical 
terms which the French have borrow­ 
ed from the English, although it is 
not easy to recognize it at first in its 
French form of “ouaicbe.” and It is 
still used on the Norfolk broads with 
its original meaning of an open place 
In the Ice.
